Johnson Votes No 


On Prelim. Costs 
For School Budget

Seven cost centers were reviewed by the 
School Committee last week and all were rejected 
by Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, but tentatively 
passed the school board by a 6-1 vote. 

“While | agree with the need, | also am smart 
enough to realize that the money is not there,” 
was Johnson’s lone comment at the conclusion 
of the meeting. 

The $14.6 million fiscal 1994 School Budget 
calls for a 4.1 percent increase over this year’s 
budget, with $471,000 in reserve for salaries (pen- 
ding the completion of contract negotiations). 

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder com- 
mented that the budget was devised “to maintain 
and help the system grow.” 

He told the board that school principals and 
staff were asked to identify needs of the school 
district, and the budget was comprised of two 
parts: one at level funding, and the other citing 
needs to improve instruction and go beyond the 
present.

Council Agrees 
To $10,000 For 
School Nurses

The Town Council has approved a $10,000 
transfer to the Health Department to cover a pro- 
posal by Mayor Christopher Johnson to hire four 
part-time nurses for Agawam Schools. 

The Council vote has defused what was turning 
into a politically difficult situation for all concern- 
ed. Johnson's suggestion to hire more nurses 
came after a meeting with parents who have been 
expressing concerns for their children’s safety 
and lack of first aid personnel available at the 
elementary schools. There are presently only two 
full-time nurses covering the four elementary 
schools each week. Under this arrangement, 
nurses only put in one full day a week at each 
elementary school. 

On other days, these schools only havea nurse 
available half the day. If a child becomes ill while 
the nurse is not in the building, the principal must 
make arrangements for the child’s care by sum- 
moning the nurse or calling the parents. In an 
emergency, all school staff can call 911.

Self-Esteem

Project D.A.R.E. defines self-esteem as “a 
favorable way a person feels about himself or 
herself.’ Lesson number six in the curriculum is 
completely dedicated to self-esteem and 
demonstrates how the lack of it is one of the main 
reasons young people become involved with 
drugs. 

On the other hand, it also explains that people 
who have a great deal of self-esteem feel good 
about themselves; know they can do things well; 
can accept that there are some things they may 
not do as well as others; get along with other peo- 
ple and hope others will get along with them; feel 
comfortable being part of a group; do something 
to solve their problems as they arise; accept 
responsibilities; and are able to think for 
themselves and make their own decisions. 

During\the lesson, a story is told involving Bill 
and his activities through the day. A balloon is 
also employed to visually demonstrate when Bill 
feels bad and when he feels good. As good things 
happen throughout the day, the balloon is inflated 
to show high self-esteem. 

Negative experiences are shown as low self- 
esteem with the balloon being deflated. The 
lesson shows that while other people are an im- 
portant part of the process, high self-esteem 
comes from within. 

We do not have to rely on other people to blow 
up our balloon. We are in control, and can make 
things happen. Through realistic self-praise and 
recognition of achievement, we can increase our 
self-esteem.

Towards the end of the lesson, the kids open 
their notebooks and take out a page entitled com- 
pliments. They put their names at the top and 
pass them forward to me. The papers: are then 
passed to a different student (no one receives his 
or her own). 

The kids then write down one or more com- 
pliments about the person whose name appears 
at the top of the page. When the papers are pass- 
ed back to their owners, each students gets to 
read the compliments paid them.

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Congressman Neal Support Clinton’s Call 
For Community Service By College Students 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal, 
member of the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, expressed his support recently for President 
Bill Clinton’s national service initiative that would 
allow college students to pay for their tuition by 
working in community service. 

Calling the proposal an “investment in 
America’s future,’ Neal believes the legislation 
will be passed when it is introduced in Congress 
next month. 

In a speech at Rutgers University, President 
Clinton unveiled aspects of his national service 
initiative which he compared to the GI Bill and the 
Peace Corps. The two part plan would enable 
students to pay back their college loans as a 
small percentage of their income over time, help- 
ing them take essential but low paying public ser- 
vice jobs. 

These payments may be automatically 
deducted from paychecks by the IRS. The pro- 


posal would also create opportunities for 
students to serve their country while paying for 
college in return. ; 

Students before, during and after college will 
be eligible to serve for a year or two, and in return 
get a small stipend, health and child care benefits 
where necessary, and an educational benefit to 
pay for college or job training. In targeted areas, 
they would work as teachers, police officers, 
counselors, and with the homeless and elderly. 

“| am enthusiastic about President Clinton’s 
national service initiative. For two decades, the 
middle class of this country have been priced out 
of the higher education system. This proposal will 
allow them to serve their country, understand the 
meaning of citizenship, and afford a college 
education. 

“This national service plan represents an in- 
vestment in America’s future, and one | feel is 
long overdue,” Neal said. 


Walsh Supports Legislation Helping 
Elderly Obtain Medical Files 


Legislation supported by Representative 
Michael P. Walsh (D-Agawam), which will put an 
end to exorbitant fees charged to elderly and 
disabled persons requesting medical files, has 
been signed into law by Governor Weld. 

Government agencies require applicants for 
many assistance programs, such as Social 
Security Disability Income and Medicaid, to supp- 
ly copies of their medical records with their ap- 
plication. This new law will provide free copies of 
often prohibitively expensive medical files to in- 
dividuals applying for government assistance pro- 
grams so that government agenices can deter- 
mine an applicant’s eligibility. 

“This law will not only make it easier for people 
who are elderly or disabled to receive their vitally 
needéd medical care, it will also save the state 
money by allowing more people to qualify for 
federal aid programs,” state Rep. Walsh.

Ac- 
cess to these necessary files is a problem for 
many in need of aid; an increasing number of 
health care providers are charging costly fees for 
copies of medical records. 

‘The fees are as much as $8 to $10 per page, 
with first page charges sometimes running as 
high as $50. With files for those with medical pro- 
blems sometimes hundreds of pages long, many 
people cannot afford to apply for programs that 
provide necessary medical care that they qualify 
for and require. Those with the most severe 
medical problems often have the hardest time 
meeting the high cost of applying. 

“The passage of this law means that elderly or 
disabled individuals will no longer have to choose 
between paying for food, housing or the cost of 
ape ing for medical assistance,” concluded

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Melconian Announces 
Strong Support For 
Economic Package 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) nas 
announced her strong support for Senate ap- 
proval of a major economic stimulus package for 
Massachusetts after hammering out differences 
between House and Senate versions of the multi- 
faceted plan. : 

Melconian stated, “This initiative is an impor- 
tant first step toward revitalizing the economy 
both in Western Massachusetts and in the Com- 
monwealth as a whole. Given the right approach, 
it will undoubtedly be a boon for the struggling 
small businesspeople in our region.” 

Melconian emphasized that the measure sends 
the correct message to small business that the 
legislature is committed to helping businesses 
create jobs specifically with the implementation 
of the controversial Investment Tax Credit (ITC) of 
one to three percent. 

She contended, “It’s about time that the 
legislature put its money where its mouth is if we 
expect to be taken seriously about revitalizing 
business in Massachusetts. | broke with the 
Democratic leadership in the Senate because | 
believed that the Investment Tax Credit proposal 
illustrates to businesses that there is commit- 
ment from the legislature to get local businesses 
back on their feet and begin to rebuild our 
economy. We must give them the means to invest 
in jobs.” 

Other important elements of the package which 
would positively affect Western Massachusetts 
businesses included $15 million in bonds to spur 
new manufacturing and research and develop- 
ment facilities in growth industries; $1 million to 
enable manufacturers in similar product lines to 
join together in networks; a Capital Access fund 
to ease the credit crunch and allow businesses to 
have more flexible lines of credit; and the creation 
of Economic Opportunity Zones for Springfield 
and Holyoke, designed to attract business and in- 
vestment to areas suffering chronic unemploy- 
ment through tax credits and other incentives.

‘‘Babyproofing’’ Your Home For Fire Safety 


The first 12 months of a baby’s life is an ex- 
citing time for parents who will witness their 
baby’s first smile, first laugh, and even its first 
steps. The next 12 months can be equally ex- 
citing, but also dangerous if safety isn’t foremost 
in the parents’ minds. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the follow- 
ing checklist to help ‘‘babyproof” your home: 


1. Are matches and cigarette lighters kept out 
of chidren’s reach or in a childproof container? 

2. Do family members have a rule never to hold 
a small child while handling hot liquids, such as a 
cup of coffee or a pot of hot water? 


3. Are hot liquids placed out of a child’s reach? 
Remember, young children will pull a tablecloth 
off a table. 

4. Are small children not allowed to play in the 


kitchen? Not only could they burn themselves on 
a hot stove, but an adult could fall over them while 
removing a pan and carrying a heated substance 
from the stove. 

' 5. Are electric outlet covers on all unused 
outlets? 

6. Are electric cords in good condition and out 
of reach of children, especially in the teething 
stage? 

7. Do family members know never to leave a 


- small child unattended in the bathtub? Not only 


could this create a drowning problem, but a poten- 
tial scald burn also. 

8. Have you installed door stops and safety 
knobs to prevent children from opening forbidden 
doors? Remember to also use adaptable latches 
and locks for medicine cabinets and cabinets 
containing cleaners or other poisonous 





substances. 

9. Additionally, consider the following: 
__ © Every baby should be strapped in an approved 
infant seat when being transported in a vehicle. 


© Children should also be strapped in when 
riding in a stroller. 

e Dangerous tools should be kept out of 
children’s reach. 

e Wells, pools, and cisterns should be well pro- 
tected. 

e Plastic bags should be discarded or inac- 
cessible to small children. 

e Firearms should be locked up, and ammuni- 
tion should be locked away in a different location. 

e More than 700 varieties of household plants 
and flowers are poisonous when eaten. Therefore, 
keep plants out of children’s reach. 4 


Melconian Supports Bill For Prescription Subsidy 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced that the Joint Committee on_In- 
surance has reported out a bill, Senate 1515, 
which would provide both long term rate stability 
and a drug prescription subsidy for elderly 
Medigap subscribers. . 

“The astronomical costs of health care deprive 
many seniors of even their most basic medical 
needs. | am encouraged that these reform 
measures for the Medigap system will lessen the 
effects of adramatic rise in rates and, at the same 
time, achieve long-term cost stability,” stated 
Senator Melconian, who chairs the Joint Commit- 
tee on Insurance. 

Over the past few years, premium rates for 
Medigap, the part B supplemental insurance to 
Medicare, have risen at an alarming rate thereby 
forcing many seniors to downgrade their benefits 
or, in some cases, cancel their coverage entirely. 
Approximately one quarter of Massachusetts’ 
800,000 seniors over age 65, do not have Medigap 


coverage simply because they cannot afford the 
high costs of the monthly premium. 

Perhaps the leading factor in the sharp rise of 
costs associated with health care is the high price 
of prescription drugs, which are not covered 
under the federally-funded Medicare. Conse- 
quently, “Medigap” plans to supplement 
Medicare benefits are offered in Massachusetts. 


“Medex,” offered by the carrier Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield, has emerged as one of the most 
prevalent plans. The problem that has since 
arisen for many seniors is the high premium rates 
of this supplemental insurance, largely due to the 
extraordinarily high costs of prescription drugs. 


In fact, in the case of Medex Gold, the most 
comprehensive and commonly-purchased 
Medigap policy, a whopping 42% of all 
beneficiary payments goes toward prescription 
drugs. 

Senator Melconian pledges to continue the 


fight on Beacon Hill for elderly health care cost- 
containment. She contended, ‘It is my intention 
to afford lower and moderate income seniors the 
opportunity to contract with providers to obtain 
the prescription medication assistance they need 
and ensure every senior’s right to be healthy.” 

Senator Melconian’s reform initiatives have, 
over the last three years, already begun to render 
successful results. One such success was her ac- 
quisition of a Medex rate freeze for the current 
quarter coupled with the proposed $20 million in 
drug prescription subsidies appropriated for low 
and moderate income seniors. 

The Medigap reform package will be a sweep- 
ing and comprehensive one in that it will allow for 
a two-month open enrollment to all who qualify; a 
guaranteed issue and renewal of policies based 
on a community rating system; and the option to 
enroll in any one of five beneficiary plans. The 
rating system standards will be uniform without 
regard to age, sex, health status, or occupation.

Massachusetts Audubon Society’s Laughing 
Brook Natural History Day Camp in Hampden, 
MA, has spaces available for children ages four 
through entering sixth grade.

Is David Koresh 
Really In The Bible? 


What could get as much or more news coverage 
than a terrorist bombing of the World Trade 
Genter in New York City? ANSWER: A heavily arm- 
ed cult group, holed up in a “compound” outside 
of Waco, Texas, who just happened to have killed 
four federal agents attempting an arrest. 

Throw in group leader David Koresh (a would-be 
rock musician who quotes from the Bible), and 
you have front-page news ... bad news! Fact is, 
you are probably weary of reading and hearing 
about this guy night and day. - 

I've grown weary myself, but as a teacher com- 
mitted to communicating the life-changing truth 
of the Bible for today, I’ve got to keep watching 
and listening. Here’s a guy making radical claims 
about Jesus and the Bible, and some people are 
probably wondering what the Bible does say. 

Let’s start with what David Koresh is saying. 
Apparently, he claims to be Jesus Christ and also 
a fulfillment of prophecies (or predictions) in the 
Bible. As a student of the Bible, | can assure you 
that he isn’t Jesus Christ (no real surprise, huh?); 
or he is a fulfillment of Bible prophecy after 
all! 

In fact, it was Jesus himself who referred to him 
when he said in Matthew 24:4-6: “Watch out that 
no one deceives you. For many will come in my 
name, claiming, ‘| am the Christ (or Messiah),’ and 
will deceive many ... such things must happen, 
but the end is still to come.” Almost 2,000 years 
ago, Jesus predicted that people would use his 
name, claiming to be Messiah. 

David Koresh isn’t the first to. claim to be Jesus, 
the Messiah, and likely isn’t the last. And while 
his claims can be ignored, the claims of ‘‘the real” 
Jesus Christ cannot. 

Jesus said, ‘lam the way, the truth, and the life, 
no one comes to the Father except through me,”’ 
and, “If you do not believe that | am the one | 
claim to be, you will die in your sins.” He said that 
whoever believes in him “shall not perish, but 
have eternal life.” 

Are you willing to acknowledge that Jesus 
Christ is God, that he died to pay for your sin, and 
that he is the only way to eternal life? 

If so, you can have forgiveness of sin and eter- 
nal life. The claims of David Koresh are bad news; 
the promise of Jesus Christ is good news!

Weekly Tips From The IRS... 


Tax Tips For The 
Newly Divorced 


A recent divorce or separation may have caused 
major changes in not only your lifestyle, but your 
taxes as well. The following are a few general 
guidelines and tax tips to assist you at tax time: 


* Choose the correct filing status. 

Your marital status is important in determining 
which status you will file. You may file as ‘‘single” 
if you are unmarried and obtained your divorce, 
legal separation (determined by state law), or an- 
nulment by the end of your tax year (usually 
December 31st). 

You generally may file as “head of household” 
if you are unmarried at the end of the tax year or 
are married and lived apart from your spouse the 
last six months of the tax year, and you kept up a 
home for your child (listing the child’s name on 
the return) or, if you are unmarried, for the person 
for whom you can claim as a dependent. 

Couples not divorced by year end may be able 
to file a “joint” return (married filing joint status), 
Or separate returns (married filing separate 
status). Figure your tax both ways to make sure 
you are using the method that will result in the 
lower tax. 


* Exemption amount increases for 1992. 

You are allowed to deduct $2,300 for yourself 
and each person you can claim as your dependent 
for the 1992 tax year. An exemption for your 
spouse is allowed only if you are married and file 
a joint return with your spouse, or you file a 
Separate return and the spouse had no gross in- 
come and was not a dependent on another per- 
son’s return. 

You must list the social security numbers of all 
dependents who turned one year-old by the end of 
the tax year. 


* Who gets to claim the kids? 

There are several tests a parent must meet to 
claim an exemption for a child. A child’s exemp- 
tion usually may be claimed by one of the parent’s 
(not both) if the child had gross income of less 
than $2,300 for 1992 or that child is under 19 oris a 
student under 24. 

Generally, the parent who provided more than 
half the child’s support is allowed to claim the 
dependent’s exemption. The parent who has 
custody of the child for the greater part of the year 
is generally treated as the parent who provided 
more support. If neither a divorce decree nor 
agreement establishes custody, then the parent 
who had physical custody for the greater part of 
pn hea is considered to have custody of the 
child. 

The custodial parent can release the exemption 
to the noncustodial parent by signing a written 
declaration, Form 8332, “Release of Claim to Ex- 
emption for Child of Divorced or Separated 
Parents,” or similar statement. 

* Alimony is income for one—deductible 
for the other. 

Alimony or separate maintenance payments 
you make to your spouse or ex-spouse under a 
divorce or separation agreement are tax deducti- 
ble. You do not have to itemize deductions to 
claim alimony payments. 

Alimony or separate maintenance payments 
that you receive must be reported as taxable in- 
come to you. You do not deduct child support 
payments that you make. You do not include, in 
income, child support payment that you receive. 


* Legal fees you pay may include deducti- 
ble and nondeductible charges.

You should request a breakdown showing the 
amount charged for each service performed. 
Legal fees and court costs for getting a divorce 
are not deductible. However, you may deduct 
legal fees paid for tax advice in connection with 
divorce, and legal fees to get alimony that you 
must include in gross income. 

You may also include fees you pay to other pro- 
fessionals, such as appraisers and accountants, 
for services in determining the correct amount of 
your tax or in helping to obtain alimony. If you 
itemize deductions, you may claim the deductible 
charges, subject to the two-percent of adjusted 
gross income limit. 

* Remember to change your tax withhol- 
ding with your employer in ‘93. 

You will usually have to file a new Form W-4, 
“Employee’s Withholding Allowance Certificate,” 
with your employer when you become divorced or 
separated. Changes in income, deductions, ex- 
emptions, or filing status during 1993 may require 
you to change the amount of tax withheld or begin 
to make estimated tax payments. 

For instance, if you are single, divorced, or 
legally separated, you must claim single status on 
your Form W-4. If you receive alimony or other 
payments which are not subject to withholding, 
you may have to ask for additional withholding 
from your wages or make estimated tax 
payments. 

IRS Publication 504, Divorced or Separated In- 
dividuals, contains specific details on the subjects 
as well as tax rules on property settlements, IRAs, 
and other topics which affect divorced persons.

St. Patrick’s Day is once again just around the 
corner, and | thought a few Irish recipes might be 
in order to celebrate the occasion. The first, of 
course, is the traditional St. Patrick’s Day corned 
beef and cabbage from A Little Irish Cookbook by 
John Murphy. 


CORNED BEEF AND CABBAGE 
(Serves 4-6) 

5 pounds corned beef 
2 large onions 
2 large carrots 
4 potatoes 
1 large cabbage 
Bay leaf 
Cold water to cover 
Ground black pepper 

Quarter the cabbage and put aside. Peel and 
slice the other vegetables. Cover the meat with 
the water and bring to a boil. Skim the surface, 
add the vegetables (except the cabbage), the bay 
leaf and the pepper, and simmer gently for 90 
minutes. Add the cabbage and cook for a further 
30 minutes. Serve the meat surrounded with the 
vegetables. 


In the mid-1800’s (as a result of the Great Potato 
Famine), over a million Irish migrated to the 
United States, and it is at about this time that my 
maternal great-grandparents came from Ireland to 
settle in’ the midwest. The Irish are great 
storytellers, and the adventures on the unsettled 
Kansas plains have survived nearly 150 years for 
me to tell to my daughter. 


It is a heritage of which we are proud. By way of 
legacy, | will eat potatoes any way | can get them, 
and have been known to tell a story or two along 
the way. A couple of glasses of Guinness, 
however, would knock me flat.

The Irish are known for their great breads, such 
as white soda bread, Barmbrack, and the Irish na- 
tional loaf—a brown soda bread. 

The following recipe is from the Royal Hiber- 
nian Hotel in Dublin, where the bread is served 
thinly sliced and warm. It is a very rich brown soda 
bread which looks striking once baked. 


ROYAL HIBERNIAN BROWN LOAF 
(Makes 1 Round Loaf) 
a cups whole-wheat flour, stone-ground prefer- 
re . 
1 cup all-purpose flour, approximately 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1% teaspoons baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
ie cup (2 stick) butter at room temperature 
egg 
1% cups buttermilk (or 5 tablespoons buttermilk 
powder plus 1% cups water), at room temperature 
Preheat oven to 400F 20 minutes before baking. 


By Hand: |n a bowl mix together all the dry in- 
gredients. With your fingers, work in the butter un- 
til it is absorbed by the flour, and the mixture 
resembles tiny, soft bread crumbs. 

Make a well in the center of the mixture. In a 
separate bowl, lightly beat the egg and stir in the 
milk. Gradually pour the egg-milk mixture into the 
well, mixing first with a spoon and then by hand 
when it forms a stiff:dough. 

Lift the dough from the bowl and place on a 
lightly floured work surface. Work the dough with 
your hands and a dough knife to thoroughly blend

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all of the ingredients. Do not knead. The butter in 
the dough will make it easy to work without stick- 
ing to the work surface of the hands. Sprinkle with 
flour if it should stick. 


By Food Processor: Attach steel blade. Place 
the whole-wheat flour in the work bowl, and add 
the sugar, soda, and salt. Pulse to blend. Drop in 
the butter and pulse two times to cut it into small 
pieces. In a bowl, beat the egg and buttermilk 
together. Pour the mixture through the feed tube. 
Turn the machine on briefly to allow the flour to 
absorb the liquid. Let stand for 3 minutes to allow 
the flour to fully absorb the buttermilk. 

Add 12 cup white flour through the feed tube, 
and turn on the processor only long enough to mix 
in the flour. The dough is not to be kneaded. 
Remove and feel the dough. If it is wet, add more 
flour, but frugally. Scrape from the bowl and pat 
into a ball with the hands. Sprinkle with flour if 
necessary to control the stickiness. 


Shaping: Shape into a plump, round ball. Pat 
down the top slightly, and with a knife or razor 
blade, cut a %2”’ deep cross on the top. 


Baking: Place the loaf on a greased (or Teflon) 
baking sheet, and bake until it has browned and 
has opened dramatically along the cuts, about 45 
minutes. 


Remove the bread from the oven and place on a 
wire rack to cool before cutting into thin slices. 
Although it can be frozen, this bread is better 
freshly baked.

While “First Cat” Sox Clinton gets down to 
business in Washington, D.C., hundreds of his 
friends and relatives are making tracks for 
Western Massachusetts. 

Local cat owners, breeders, and feline fanciers 
from around the United States, Canada, and 
abroad will converge on West Springfield this 
Saturday and Sunday (March 13th and 14th) for 
the first spring cat show sanctioned by The Inter- 
national Cat Association in this region. 

More than 200 purebred cats and household 
pets—many coming directly from the recently 
held Madison Square Garden show in New York 
City—will be evaluated by an international panel 
of judges in the ballroom of the Ramada Hotel, 
1080 Riverdale Street, West Springfield. 

The north wing of the Ramada will become a 
feline shopping mall, with vendors offering pet 
supplies and specialty boutique items for cats 
and their owners. 

Show hours are 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on both 
days. Admission is $5 (general admission) and $4 
(for seniors and children 12 years of age and 
under).

The show, sponsored by GeneTICAts (a new 
local cat club), with assistance from Boston- 
based Boscats, will feature new, rare, and exotic 
cats as well as traditional breeds.

Flourishing At 
Agawam High

“Languages Make A World of Difference” was 
the slogan for this year’s successful Foreign 
Language Week at Agawam High School. It was 
submitted by sophomore John Higgins and used 
to decorate the foyer showcase at the school. 

Key words in the display case highlighted a 
world of ‘‘misinterpretation, conflict, misunderstan- 
dings, barriers, and war’’ vs ‘understanding, com- 
munication, diversity, harmony and peace” with 
languages. 

Sponsored by the American Council for the 
Teaching of Foreign Language and the 
Massachusetts Foreign Language Association, 
“Foreign Language Week’ is recognized 
throughout the United States to encourage the 
study of languages and to show the appreciation 
of the diversity of cultures in this country. 

Some of the activities planned for March 1st-5th 

included the entire student body at AHS. The 
cafeteria staff prepared special menus each day, 
beginning with Monday’s German Day; Tuesday, 
Polish Day; Wednesday, Italian Day; Thursday, 
French Day; and ending with Chinese Day on Fri- 
day. 
All first period classes were invited to par- 
ticipate in an international decorating contest. 
Random countries were selected for each par- 
ticipating class and the design had to consist of 
the country’s name, its capital, official language, 
a continental map with its geographical location, 
and other pertinent information (such as the flag 
or currency) decorating the classroom’s outside 
wall. 

Decorations were judged by an impartial group 
of AHS faculty members who awarded points for 
requirements, artistic, creative and original, infor- 
mative, and representative of the country 
categories.

Associate Superintendent and Business 
Manager Donald Charest explained that there 
were several changes in the budget this year. 

In reference to Ryder’s comments, Charest said 
that the “back-up sheets” now have a category 
labeled “Needs” which, when totaled throughout 
the budget, equalled $711,000 this year. 

At the onset of the budget under the “‘First View 
FY 94 Budget,’’ the cost center totals have been 
listed this year rather than the state function 
items of the past (‘in order to coincide with the in- 
dividual budgets or cost centers throughout,” 
said Charest). ' 

He also said that salary areas have been 
separated this year from other areas of the in- 
dividual cost centers (and were put together to 
reflect the $11,793,100 request throughout the 
budget). 

“Salaries (80.7 percent), tuition (8.1 percent), 
and transportation (5.9 percent) categories make 
up the 4.1 percent increase,” Charest said. 

He explained that the zero reflection of equip- 
ment this year in the expenditure analysis 
resulted from a change at the state level. In the 
past, equipment reflected anything over $300, and 
supplies were for materials under that price. 

“This year supplies have been changed to 
$5,000 and under, and are reimbursed from the 
state. We are not purchasing anything over 
$5,000. Therefore, nothing is represented in equip- 
ment,’ said Charest.

Attendance Cost Center reflected a decrease of 
.2 percent, with mileage reimbursement and half 
of a Home School Adjustment counselor’s salary 
paid from Special Education Cost Center (totaling 
$25,643). 

Health Cost Center remained constant for all 
physicals for athletics (at no charge to students) 
and supplies for a total of $7,342. 

Recreation Cost Center for Camp Rainbow sup- 
plies and transportation remained constant for a 
total of $17,900. Charest explained that personnel 
for this mandated program is paid from the town 
budget and a tuition fee to (about 55) students. 

Business Office Cost Center reflected “Needs” 
of $4,000 for supplies for increased mailings, and 
a step raise for a secretary, with an overall two 
percent decrease to total $195,470. _- 

Superintendent’s Office Cost Center also 
reflected the same ‘‘Needs,”’ but showed a 1.3 per- 
cent decrease to total $144,884. 

Transportation Cost Center reflected a 6.9 per- 
cent increase to total $931,320. 

Charest explained that the five-year contract 
with Five Star Transportation had an “increase 
factored in for each year and we are in our third 
year.” 

He added that special education costs of 
$85,000 this year were not realistic and that 
medical injuries were high. 

Johnson did not enter into discussion of each 
Cost Center during the meeting, but said after- 
wards that he was expecting one-half to one- 
million dollars less next year (for Agawam). “I 
don’t see how we can increase the budget or level 
fund it,” he said. 

Johnson said, ‘‘Figures have indicated that if 
the State Education Reform bill passes, Agawam 
could be forced to spend another $500,000 in tax 
revenues on the schools.”

Twenty-eight high school students from 22 high 
schools in Western Massachusetts are now par- 
ticipating in the six-month period of preparation 
for their summer excursion to Australia. 

The students were invited and selected as stu- 
dent ambassadors based on requirements set 
forth by the People to People Student Am- 
bassador Program, a national organization that 
was begun by former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 

The program’s philosophy maintains that world 
peace can better be realized through personal, 
people to people contact, rather than through 
government to government connections. The Peo- 
ple to People Program is now in its 30th year, and 
has sent high school students to countries in 
Western and Eastern Europe, the former Soviet 
Union, South America, China, and Australia. 

The Western Massachusetts delegation will be 
led this year by Donna Herman of Westfield, who 
has worked with People to People since 1988. This 
will be Herman’s fourth tour with the program, 
having previously traveled to four countries in 
Eastern Europe, plus Russia, Ukraine, Latvia and 
Lithuania. Also traveling as group leaders are 
Sharon Gustafson of Westfield and Debra 
Lawrence of Southwick. 

Before their departure in late June, the student 
ambassadors must attend a series of workshops, 
complete homework assignments, present 
reports, and learn about international travel. They 
are trained in cooperative skills, briefed on rules 
of the road, and prepared for foreign travel.

Parents Sign Petition 

Christine Demetrion and other concerned 
parents presented Johnson with a petition signed 
by more than 1,000 residents during the meeting 
in February. She said she was grateful to Johnson 
for trying to ease parents’ concerns and is happy 
with his proposal. 

The compromise to cover the schools for the re- 
mainder of this school year was described by 
Johnson as fiscally responsible. The transfer of 
$10,000 will be taken from the surety bonds and 
insurance part of the town’s budget. There is a 
surplus of funds in this line item due to lower than 
expected premium quotes this year. 

The new part-time nurses will be classified as 
substitutes and will not be entitled to benefits or 
unemployment compensation at the end of the 
year. They will work about 15 hours a week at $10 
per hour, according to Johnson. 

These nurses would replace the full-time nurse 
when she leaves the building in the afternoon to 


work at a different school. One nurse would stay 
in the same school all day every other Tuesday to 
update and complete student records. 

PTO’s Pleased With Compromise 

Agawam Middle School PTO President Donna 
Shibley urged Town Council to accept the Mayor’s 
proposal and-to transfer the funds for the four 
part-time nurses during Citizen’s Speak at the 
council meeting last week. She said she is also 
pleased with Johnson’s willingness to com- 
promise, but hopes that the arrangement can be 
carried forward next year. 

Johnson also said that under the state bill for 
Education Reform, all Agawam nurses would fal 
under the act’s mandate if it is passed. 

“They will have to be recertified by the Board of 
Education every five years. | would like to know 
what makes them more able to determine cer- 
tification over the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health which they originally become cer- 
tified with,” said Johnson. 

He added, “‘A fee is definite, but no criteria for 
recertification is outlined in the act.”

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‘“Up With People’’ Members Pay Visit To 
Seventh Grade Geography Classes At Jr. High

Two performers from the “Up With People” 
organization visited the seventh grade geography 
classes at the Agawam Junior High School last 
week. 

“Up With People,” headquartered in Tucson, 
Arizona, allows young people ages 17-25 to travel 
throughout the world and perform in stage 
musicals and vaudeville-type shows that 
underscore good international relations and 
understandings. 

The one-year program, which runs from July to 
July, encompasses about 700 young people from 
around the world. Over 7,000 apply each year. The 
group in Agawam (which performed at the AHS 
auditorium on March 9th and 10th) numbered 
about 160, which included staff members. 

Tiffeny Thompson of Arkansas and Geert 
“Nikko” Jacobs of Belgium brought humor and 
wit to some of the cultural differences 
highlighted. 

“Huge Culture Shock” 

Tiffeny’s outgoing and bubbly personality exud- 
ed enthusiasm as she described her trip to the 
Netherlands as a “huge culture shock.” 

She described going to a restaurant to order a 
meal from a menu that listed foods and legal 
drugs by saying, ‘So you could order yourself a 
hamburg, marijuana cigarette, and a soda if that 
was your thing!” 

The restroom also became a topic of discus- 
sion because Tiffeny related how ‘everybody has 
one door, and a string, pedal, or a pullbar to flush 
the toilet.” 

Transportation was another big difference. 
Geert said, ‘It was totally amazing for me to see 
my host brother in America, three years younger 
than me, driving a car. In some states here, you 
can drive at 15 years-old. | could not drive until | 
was 18 years old in Belgium. 

“We have a lot of trams, buses, and subways 
for pubtic transportation. It is so common there to 
take public transportation to work and. school. 
Airplanes in Europe are very expensive, So we use 
travel buses or trains to go from country to coun- 
try. Here you fly from state to state.” 

Tiffeny added that many people rode bicycles 
in Europe. ‘| had a family pick me up once with 
their bicycles because they had no car. | also 
learned the true meaning of ‘bikers’ when | saw 
guys in black leather jackets and shades pedaling 
their bicycles instead of riding their Harleys!”” she 
exclaimed. , 

Geert also said that in some Belgian schools 
students “could wear jeans but never sneakers, 


and in some schools they had to wear uniforms or 
a uniformity of clothes.” 

He said that this had its negative points: “You 
don’t get to show your personality.” But, on the 
positive side, he said, “If you are a person with a 
large wardrobe, you don’t have to make so many 
choices in the morning.” 

Geert added, “In America you get involved 
many times with sports through school. But, over 
there (in Europe) we have private clubs like the 
village groups. 

“We have maybe five or six professional foot- 
ball (soccer) teams all over Belgium, and it is real- 
ly popular,” he said. 

“Potato Week” Tradition 

Geert talked about the week of November 11th, 
known as the ‘Potato Week,” when students are 
let out of school during this holiday. 

“It is now a tradition, but in the past the 
students had to harvest the potatoes. We still 
have that week off and pay tribute to the people 
that died during the famines.” 

He also said that on December 5th in the 
Netherlands and on December 6th in Belgium and 
parts of Germany, people celebrated a holiday 
dedicated to St. Nicholas. 

“He wears a long robe, rides a big white horse, 
and has a lot of ‘Black Pete’ helpers (instead of 

elves). He comes from a Portuguese or Spanish 
tradition, and children can write to St. Nicholas by 
addressing their mail to him “in heaven.”’ 

“He comes over the house roofs with his horse 
and sends Black Pete down the chimney to leave 
gifts in front of the fireplace. That is why his 
helpers are all black from the soot!’ Geert ex- 
claimed. 

At Christmas, the Christmas Man receives a list 
of gifts left in the people’s shoes at their doorway, 
but there are not as many gifts exchanged at that 
time, he told the students. 

Geert also told the seventh grade students that 
schools in Belgium had 60 to 90 minutes for lunch 
each day, and they had Wednesday afternoons 
free. Just as students began to grumble, he inter- 
jected that they also attended school from around 
8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. each day, and summer vaca- 
tion only went from July 1st to August 31st. 

He also explained that they did not have 
lockers and had to bring their books back and 
forth to school each day. He said he really envied 
students here because they had lockers at school 
and did not have to carry all of their books each 

ay.

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Nick Langone 
Ends Starry Career 
On AHS Mats

My first recollection of him was on a cold 
December night up at Quabbin Regional High 
School. The Agawam High wrestling team was 
riding a long dual meet winning streak, and they 
Ses in a tough place to win. It was opening night

clusively to Quabbin, and Agawam appeared to be 
in the soup. My neighbor and | had driven up to 
watch the meet and we had been handicapping 
the rest of the night. It didn’t seem mathematical- 
ly possible that the Brownies could. win—espe- 
cially since they had a freshman coming up at 171 
pounds, 

The Brownies began their comeback and 
started to inch closer, but it was time to put the 
frosh on the mat and things didn’t look promising. 
That’s when | learned what Nick Langone would 
mean to the Agawam wrestling team. 

| don’t remember the time of the pin and | don’t 
remember the period in which it occurred. What | 
do remember was this tall and lean freshman tak- 
ing the mat as if he was Billy Red Cloud or another 
famous Indian professional wrestling veteran. 
Had | been the opponent, | believe | would have 
left the building. 

Langone went after him like somebody who had 
been waiting to do something for years! It was a 
powerful and winning performance. 

The ride home was full of conversation about 
that incredible freshman. ‘‘Did you see him? ... 
Yeah, I did, but did you see him do that? ... Yeah, but 
...’’ We knew he was going to be something 
special. 

Later, | would learn that Nick’s older brother, 
Tony, was the madman on the mat when the 
match began. Tony was a runner-up state cham- 
pion several years earlier, and Nick was just a 
talented understudy at the time with plenty of 
pressure on him. ’ 

Nick’s “Dream Career” 

What followed was basically a dream career for 
a high schoo! wrestler. He has posted an incredi- 
ble 117-10 record, good for a gaudy winning 
percentage of .921. 

He has claimed three Western Mass individual 
titles, two state championships, and has placed 
both second and third at the New England cham- 
pionships. He has earned titles on four occasions 
at the Agawam Christmas tournament, as well as 
winning the Milford tournament (twice in two 
tries) and just about everything else that he has 
attempted. 

He’s a leg man. He’s an upper body man. He’s a 
shooter. He’s everything that is good wrapped up 
into one wrestler. He’s bigger and stronger than 
he was as a freshman, and he takes the mat witha 
“look” on his face that means business—serious 
business. 

Langone has had only two setbacks in two 
years, and both of them occurred at the New 
England championships! He lost. a 2-1 match to 
Jason Bazemore of Lowell High in the New 
England Finals a year ago. 

Bazemore did not score a point on Langone as 
Nick was whistled for stalling, which cost him two 
penalty points! Langone had beaten Bazemore in 
the State Championship Finals the previous 
week. 

The other loss was much more legitimate when 
Nick lost to a talented Rob Durbin in the New 
England quarterfinal round. Nick was trailing Dur- 
bin by a small margin a year ago when he record- 
ed a “defensive pin” against his rugged oppo- 
nent. 

This year, Durbin turned the tables with a solid 
5-4 win in the quarters en route to his own per- 
sonal New England title. 

Nick was forced to go the “bottom route,” and 
he did so by destroying four consecutive op- 
ponents to earn third. Nick got a first-period pin,a 
second-period pin, a 13-0 major decision, and a 9-0 
major decision. All these victories were over state 
champions or runner-ups! 

Langone has also starred as a defensive end on 
the Agawam football team (where he has earned 
All-Western Mass status), and he is a premier 
discus and shot put man in track and field during 
the spring. ; 

Agawam’s man-child can also be seen chatting 
with opponents from all over the state and New 
England during these normally tense tournaments 
(because he is such an affable chap that people 
from everywhere gravitate towards him).

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They were in that posture because they played 
a “semi-slowdown” game which limited the 
amount of production that Northampton could get 
from its second unit. The Brownies led it by the 
skinny score of 18-16 at intermission and they had 
to like their chances to win the ballgame. 

Kristen Schmaelzie was the only Brownie that 
played a terrific ballgame. She worked for 10 
points in the game, including two clutch free 
throws that gave her team a 31-30 lead with the 
entire Northampton student body swaying behind 
the basket support. That occurred with 6:30 to go 
in the game. She also made a sensational end-to- 
end chase of a ‘Hamp breakaway that resulted in 
a clean block on the player rising up for the layup. 

Agawam also hurt itself by having difficulty in 
finding the range on the unfamiliar Cage rims.

Schmaelzle swished one from the corner to 
make it 6-1. But backcourt ace Beth Kuzmeski of 
the Blue Devils started to control the action for 
the next couple of minutes.

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Brownies Wrestlers Give Good Show 
At New England Championships

Agawam High School’s wrestling team con- 
cluded another successful season last Sunday 
(March 7th) in Chelmsford, Massachusetts, as a 
trio of upper-weight class grapplers competed in 
the New England Championships. 

The championships were pushed back an entire 
day due to the snowstorm that blanketed the 
region on Friday. Nick Langone (189-pound two- 
time State Champion), Mark DaSiiva (third place 
in Massachusetts), and Chad Saliba (also third in 
the state championships) competed for Agawam 
against the best wrestlers in New England this 
past weekend. 

Langone was upset in the quarterfinals on 
Saturday night by Monument Mountain’s 
189-pound Division |] champion, Rob Durbin. 
Langone had pinned Durbin a year ago in a tourna- 
ment held at Quabbin Regional tournament. 

The two wrestlers were slated to grapple in a 
dual meet at Monument Mountain earlier this 
season, but the Monument Mountain coach decid- 
ed to push Durbin up to the heavyweight division 
in order to win the dual meet. Thus, the much an- 
ticipated head-to-head meeting never occurred 
until New Englands. 

Soon after Langone’s 5-4 loss, Assistant Coach 
Tom Cascio would say, “Boy, you have to give 
that kid (Durbin) credit. He beat the best when he 
beat Nicky.” 

Coach Phil Tomkiel was impressed by Durbin’s 
ability to take Langone down, too. ‘‘! had mention- 
ed prior to the match that Durbin did have a good 
takedown, and that concerned us. He scored 
more points in one match against Nick than 
anybody has scored on Nick in two entire years of 
wrestling. That's impressive.” 

Perplexed By Makeup Of Tournament 

Tomkiel went on to add, “| am a little perplexed 
about the makeup of the tournament, though. 
With six state championships out there, why did 
they have the two Massachusetts champions 
meeting head-to-head in the quarterfinals? | think 
that they should have been in opposite brackets 
so they could meet in the Finals.” 

Langone was taken down midway in the first 
period by Durbin and then quickly gained a rever- 
sal to tie the match. Nick got his only lead in the 
match by earning a reversal in the second period, 
but Durbin was able to match that effort late in the 
period to tie it at 4-4. 

There were some tense moments in the mid- 
night match as Langone tried to ride Durbin in the 
third. Durbin: got the escape with about 30 
seconds left in the match and Nicky stalked him 
the rest of the way, trying to get the winning 
takedown. Durbin was warned once for stalling, 
but never got the penalty point which would have 
come with a second warning. 

“He caught me in the second period,” Langone 
said. “‘He’s a really good wrestler. Now all | can 
hope is that | can catch him in the consolation 


bracket.”’ 

That never happened. Durbin went on to win 
two more matches and win the New England 
Championship. Langone would come back on 
Sunday to win four consecutive matches (two by 
pinfall) and earn third place in the tourney. 
Langone had placed second in New Englands a 
year ago as a junior when he dropped a 2-1 deci- 
sion to a Lowell wrestler. 

Langone is the only Agawam wrestler who still 
has work to do, as he will compete in the National 
Championships in Pittsburgh on the first weekend 
in April. The Nationals are held each year at Du- 
quesne University in downtown Pittsburgh. 

The Rest Of The Agawam Matches 

Saliba wrestled a great match in the pigtail 
bracket of the tournament when he had it all his 
own way against John Brown of Mount Anthony 
(VT) before pinning his opponent in the second 
period. 

Chad didn’t catch any breaks as he had to face 
defending New England Champion Frank Field in 
the 171-pound preliminary action. Field might well 
have been the quickest and most talented 
wrestler in the entire field of wrestlers; Saliba was 
a loser by technical fall (23-8) in a virtual takedown 
clinic. That was interesting for a veteran Agawam 
fan because Saliba may well have been the best 
takedown man in Western Massachusetts this 
season (en route to his startling third-place finish 
at the States). 

Mark DaSilva entered the tournament with a 
world of confidence following his unbelievable 
showing in Western Mass and then at the State 
Tournament in Marshfield one week later. 

A third-place finish also earned him a trip to the 
pigtail bracket, where he had to face Joe Gaboury . 
of New Milford (CT). DaSilva (a 211-pound 
heavyweight) stood toe-to-toe with his 265-pound 
Opponent and did a lot of things well, but he didn’t 
have the strength to accomplish his mission. 

Trailing 3-2 in the third period, Mark tried to get 
the tying point by escaping; he was unable to do 
it. Gaboury put Mark on his back near the buzzer 
and got out of there with a 5-2 win. 

Gaboury would lose in his next match against a 
New Hampshire opponent, and DaSilva was 
eliminated from further action. 

Mount Anthony (VT) would ultimately win the 
New England tournament by placing five of its 12 
wrestlers into the Finals. : 

Western Mass was well-represented as they 
crowned three individual champions for a satisfy- 
ing 18 percent of the champions. Along with Dur- 
bin at 189 and Field (Drury High) at 171, Western 
Mass got a championship effort from Dmitri 
ShImenanov of Springfield Central, who claimed 
the 130-pound prize. 

Shlmenanov has been an area favorite since his 
storied battles with Agawam’s Michael Cooper in 
last year’s championship run.
